With its supervised year-round 
program, Escanaba is far ahead 
of other Upper Peninsula com­ 
munities in the municipal recrea­ 
tional field, but is still short of 
the national standards for facili­ 
ties, George Grenholm, city recre­ 
ation director, told the Kiwanians 
yesterday.

Despite the lack of facilities, a 
busy recreational program is be­ 
ing offered in Escanaba the year- 
round, Grenholm said. 
He listed 
a num ber of the important activi­ 
ties on the winter program, and 
he also praised Club 314 as tilling 
the community's need as a youth 
center. Club 314 now has more 
than seven hundred members. 
IL B. Mitchell, superintendent 
of the Escanaba plant of the Har-

The Knife and Fork Issue 
Mrs. 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
spoke the 
other 
day 
on 
Mary 
Margaret McBride’s program 
of 
the difficulty of defining 
human 
liberty, which is one of the tasKS 
of the United Nations Commission 
on Human Rights of which 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt is 
chairman. 
“Liberty 
will require twenty-one different 
definitions, isn’t that right, 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt?” inquired 
Miss 
Mc­ 
Bride. 
“Liberty,” 
replied 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt, “is a difficult thing to 
define. In defining human rights 
we must not only 
consider 
the 
constitutions of fifty-two coun­ 
tries but the religious convictions 
of those’countries.” 
Then th e -two kindly and spirit­ 
ed ladies—one 
with 
the 
sharp, 
high-pitched 
inflections 
of 
the 
Eastern women’s club, the other 
with the soft, slurring 
modula­ 
tions of the Mid-West 
plains — 
went on to discuss the lamentable 
differences between nations which 
make liberty 
such 
an 
elusive 
word. Didn’t slavery still exist in 
many places? inquired Miss Mc­ 
Bride. 
“Compulsory labor,” 
said 
Mrs. Roosevelt, “still 
exists in a 
good many places.” 
And the little differences, pur­ 
sued Miss McBride, w eren’t they 
just as important as the big dif­ 
ferences? The little things, Mrs. 
Roosevelt agreed, were indubitab­ 
ly important. As an example, the 
former First Lady told how she 
had once taken a group of Ameri­ 
can boys to a French home 
for 
dinner and suddenly realized to 
her horror that no one had 
ex­ 
plained to the boys that, in France 
it is customary to hang on to your 
knife and fork after each course. 
“You always put your knife and 
fork on the little glass thing.” Mrs. 
Roosevelt explained. “But no one 
had told them. There are so many 
things like that.” 
And so it went, the two ladies 
speaking anxiously but determin­ 
edly of the struggle 
for 
liberty, 
embracing in their feminine con­ 
cern both the large and the small, 
i the generic and the specific, 
the 
1 problem of slavery and the pro­ 


blem of the knife and fork. 
The 
Commission on Human Rights will 
be fortunate indeed if twenty-one 
definitions of human rights are all 
that is required.

The differences between nations 
on the lower—or knife and fork— 
level extend also, I’m 
afraid, to 
the reactions of radio listeners. A 
recent debate in the British House 
of Commons Mrs. Roosevelt might 
be interested in knowing, was de­ 
voted to British 
listening 
habits 
and the 
center 
of 
controversy 
among this august body was—of 
all people— Bing Crosby. 
Brushing aside for the moment 
Britain’s struggle to balance im­ 
ports and exports, a Scottish Con­ 
servative 
named 
W alter 
Elliott 
rose to complain that Bing Crosby 
was forced, willy nillv, down his 
throat because Britons left their 
radios on all day with the w in­ 
dows open. 
Radio 
addicts 
who 
continually tuned to Bing Crosby 
could be more dangerous than al­ 
cohol addicts, he trumpeted. 
Assistant 
Postmaster 
General 
Burke rose to inquire whether Mr. 
Elliott meant three or four hours 
of Bing Crosby. “No, I mean three 
or four hundred hours,” thunder­ 
ed the angry Scotsman, the R’s 
rolling like thunder. “For 
forty 
days and forty nights the B. B. S. 
rains it on the heads of the peo­ 
ple.” 
Crosby addiction is as common 
in this country as in Great Britain 
but the point of view differs con­ 
siderably. Three hundred hours of 


Crosby is twelve straight days of 
Crosby, which sounds like a rea­ 
sonable estimate of the

States. Besides his. own program 
and countless appearances on disc

Under th e Steagall am en d m e n t 
to the stabilization act, the gov­ 
ernm ent is obligated to 
su p p o rt 
the price of potatoes at 90 per cent 
of parity u n til Dec. 31, 1948. This 
obligation is costing the 
federal 
treasury about $100,000,000 on the 
1946 crop, one of the largest 
in 
history 
w hich was produced 
on 
the smallest acreage in 18 years. 
Eves L ong-R un E ffect 
From th e im m ediate viewpoint, 
Nash told the growers the support 
program w as 
probably beneficial 
to them as ‘‘it is bailing m any p ro ­ 
ducers out from overproduction.” 
From 
a longtim e 
viewpoint, 
he 
said it w as not so favorable. 
H e 
pointed out support prices 
have 
caused a shift of acreage in m a n y 
southern an d w estern states from 
some o th er crops to potatoes. 
‘‘California farm ers

program ,” Nash reported.
